TO CONFER WITH PREMIER. 


Ambassador Bryce Will Familiarize 
Himself With Questions to be De-| 
cided, 


Ottawa, Jan, 27—The Right Hon 
James Bryce, British ambassador at 
Washington, will be in Ottawa during 
the first week of February and will be 
the guest of the Governor-General. 
When in Ottawa a year ago Mr. Bryce 
said that it was his intention to come 
here occasionally so that he might be 
better able to have the Canadian view 
pont when subjects relating to this 
country came up for consideration be- 
tween Britain and the United States 
or between Canada and the United 
States. There are a number of mat- 
ters, more particularly those relating 
to the work of the international wat- 
erways commission, which are about 
ready for settlement. What is desived 
now is that when these are 


finally 
closed similar cases a6 they arise i 


be settled upon the same principle so 
that friction will be avoided in fut- 

One or two questions relating to 
waterways along the boundary were 
not included in the reference to com- 
mnission, although Canada was anxi- 
ous that all should be. There is, for 
imstance, the St, John river, iorming 
part of the boundary between New 
Brunswick and Maine, It was fin- 
ally arranged to appoint a  epecial 
commission for the purpose. Caned 
made the necessary appropriation and 
arrangements for the commission a 
couple of years ago, and has been 
waiting since for the United States to 
hame its representatives. Then there 
are rivere which arise in one country 
and flow into another, and there are 
others which turn back, after croeeing 
the boundary line, to the country of 
its origin. The idea is that a special 
commission will deal with these 

One of the matters which Mr. Bryce 
will probably take up is that referring 
to fisheries. The United States is 
partievlarly anxious at the present 
time to have svine fishing stopped in 
Lake Champlain, During the past 
two years large delegations visited 
Ottawa from the states of New York 
and Vermont in relation to this but 
o far it has not been settled. The 
chief difficulty has been that the pro- 
vince of Quebec issues licenses. How- 
ever, with the coming of the three 
hundredth anpiversary of Quebec, in 
which it is expected that the United 
States will take part, it is considered 
opportune for disposing of this ques- 
tion.

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-steaded by any 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
quarter section,, of 160 acres, more or 
less. 

Application for homestead entry must 
be made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Ageney or sub ageney 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
at any agency gn certain con- 
ditions by the father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister of am intend- 
ing homesteader. 

An application for entry or .ascellar 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
office may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
cant, and if the land applied for is va- 
cant on receipt of the telegram such 
application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pa- 
pers to complete the transaction are re- 
ceived by mail. 

In case of “personation” of fraud the 
applicant will forfeit all prierity — of 
claim or if entry has been granted it 
will be summarily concelled. 

An application for concellation must 
be made in person. The applicant nrust 
be eligible for homestead entry and no 
other application will he reeeived from 
an individual until that application has 
heen disposed of. 

Where an entry is cancelled subse- 
quent to institution for cancellation pro- 
ceedings the applicant for cancellation 
wall be eutitiod to prior right of eutey.

Applicant for cancellation must state 
in what particulars the homesteader is 
in default. 

A homesteader whose enter is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approval of Department 
relinquish it in favour of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligi. 
ble, bat to no one else, on filing declar- 
ation of abandonment, 

Duties —A settler is roquired to per. 
form the duties under one of the follow- 
ing plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each year 
during the term of three years. 

(2) A homesteader may, if he so de- 
sires, perform the required residence du- 
ties by living on farming land owned 
solely by him, not less than eighty (80) 
acres in extent, im the vicinity of hia 
homestead. Joint ownership in land 
will not meet this requirement. 

(3) If the father (or mother, if the the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader has 
permanent residence on farming land 
owned solely by him, not less than eighty 
(80) acres in extent, in the vicinity of 
the homestead or upon a homestead en- 
tered for dy him in the vicinity, sueh 
homesteader may perform his own resi- 
dence duties by living with the father 
(or mother). 

() The term “vicinity” in the two 
preceding paragraphs is defined as mean- 
ing not more than nine miles in a direct 
line, exclusive of the width of foad al- 
lowances crossed in the measurement. 

(5) A homesteader intending to per- 
form his residence duties in accordance 
with the above while living with parents 
or on farming land owned by himself 
must notify the Agent for the district 
of such intention.

They are now at Calgary, Lethbridge 
and Edmonton practicaly doing guidrd 
verk or poliea work, instead of the 
patrol work for which this foree 
famous and which is — essential in 
ma'ntaining the unequalled reputation 
et the western frontier for law and 
order 

Alieady gaols, which will be con- 
cueted as a part of the public service 
oi the provinee, are in course of con- 
struction at.

1 
yaen't sure what was burning when 
we culled fire, I cannot say whether 
ie started yp or not, but I had dif- 
‘oulty getting out of the nranhole at 
he top on account of the dense smoke.

Engineer Testifies. 

Jas,{ MeGregor, resident civil engi- 
jeer at the bridge, testified as fol-

“T was working in my office when T 
veard the alarm of fire. By the time

ifire almost from top to bottom, All 
mt.one oj the men who were working 
mn the pier had eseaped when T ar- 
ived, i do not know positively how 
the fire started.

ten called attention to the placing

swear how the fire originated in this 
case or whether it originated inside 
wr outside, but I do not see how the 
lire could very well start on the ins 
side. Men were not allowed to smoke 
nside the housing. 
Signalman First Saw Fire. 

T. i... Tomlinson, the signalman, 
estified that he was the first man to 
see the fire about 10,45 a.m, It started 
in the housing about 15 feet from the 
ice, where the tar paper was burning, 
v supposed the fire originated from a 
spark from the engi. 

Wm. O'Brien, superintendent of the 
construction of ‘the bridge, testified »—~ 
“LT was in the office when I heard 
the call of fire. When I reached pier 
No, 13 the house around the pier was 
on fire, The housing part.of this pier 
wad hented by steam. There are ho 
stoves down below at al! The top of 
the housing of this pie: ts 66 feet 
above the ice, We use stenm co!ls for) 
heating of account of it being safer 
than stoves and about the same ex- 
pense. I never knew ‘of, am house 
around a pier to burn before, The 
means of escape in case of accident by 
five wexe provided in this case as in 
eny work of the kind I ever saw, No- 
thing could be done when I gor there 
to help any one who might be inside, 
1 knew Gustafson well and have not 
seen him since the fire, The nearest 
fire to this pier is the boiler house, 
about 20 feet away There was &@ 
strong wind blowing from the boiler 
to the pier. 

Evidence was also taken from Dr. 
Hislop, who identitied the remains as 
that of a human being and the time- 
keeper, John A. McPherson, who ac- 
counted for all the mien but the de- 
ceased. : |
